NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 21.— 
Little three year old Eiith Eden, res­ 
cued from the home of her parents 
in North Nashville late Monday night, 
where she had lain ill for six weeks 
without the care of a physieian, died 
early today at the General hospital. 
The little girl was taken from her 
home at 624 Sixth Avenue, North, 
after the father, James Eden, and 
brother, T. Eden, had shown fight in 
an effort to bar the entrance of a 
physician called by the juvenile au­ 
thorities and after they had submitt­ 
ed to arrest in preference to violat­ 
ing one of the principles of their re­ 
ligion, according to police. 
A medical examination showed the 
child was in the last stages tof pneu­ 
monia. The baby became ill with in­ 
fluenza six weeks ago, during the 
time the mother and father, parents 
of nine children, had depended upon 
their faith to cure her, police dis­ 
closed. 
Daily, as the child grew weaker, 
pneumonia developed. 
Other adher­ 
ents to the same creed joined in their 
efforts to effect a healing through 
prayers 
in 
an “unknown tongue.” 
The father and son are being heli. 
charged with cruel and inhuman treat­ 
ment and disorderly conduct.

It will be strung over a 
distance of approximately 20 mile* 
and will afford Moulton its first hjfc 
dro-electric service. 
Af^proximately $8,000 is being spent 
in the city of Decatur, owing to in­ 
creased demand for power facility, it 
was stated by Garner Pride, manager 
of the local plant. Heavy demand has 
been made by the Decatur Ice 
and 
Coal Company, now finishing 
the 
wprk of installation of new equipment 
with the result that the power is tak­ 
en off the lighing circuit and placed 
on an additional circuit. 
Work is underway at the company's 
sub-station where the 
transformer 
base is being enlarged to take care of 
three larger transformers, replacing 
the transformers now* in 
use. The 
larger transformers are being 
sent 
here from Huntsville, where addition­ 
al transformers are being placed, ow­ 
ing to increased power demands. 
Mr. Pride declared today that tne 
installation of a new circuit in Deca­ 
tur will further facilitate the addition 
of better service o the homes in tlie 
city and take care of industrial ex­ 
pansion needs.

Conditions In Alabama 
Somewhat Better 
Than Average 


(Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—Sum­ 
marizing conditions in Southern states 
for the j^eek ending yesterday, the 
department of agriculture said cotton 
planting was not active because of un­ 
favorable 
temperature 
conditions, 
while germination of early planted 
seed in most of the Southern portion 
of the belt was slow. 
Seeding was rather active in a few 
sections, especially in the southeast­ 
ern portion of the belt, with this work 
becoming general in South Carolina 
and much seed planted in Southern 
Georgia and condition of crop continu­ 
ed fair in extreme southern Texas, 
but elsewhere in that state planting 
was backward and stands of early 
planted fields mostly poor. 
Conditions in 
Alabama: 
Cotton 
planting quite general in southern 
and central portions, coming up in 
South, but germinating slowly; corn 
planting continues; oats and pastures 
fair to good. 


State Department Of 
Health Has A Heavy 
Program of Work 


The dairy outlook for Alabama is 
exceptionally bright just now, but the 
state department of health will have 
a heavy program of work ahead of it 
in this connection, it wa* stated here 
today by Dr. L. C. Havens, of Mont­ 
gomery. 
The Southern Dairies Corporation 
of Washngton, plans to make Alaba­ 
ma the Wisconsin of the South, con­ 
verting the ‘Blackbelt’ into a 
great 
dairy products producing section. 
A 
creamery and pasteurization plant al­ 
ready has been established in Selnrm 
and another will be constructed 
at 
once in Montgomery. 
The company plan sthe 
establish­ 
ment of “cooling stations” over wide 
territory. To these stations farmers 
will bring their milk, the product be­ 
ing collected by trucks and brought 
to the creamery. After pasteurization 
it will be shipped In tank cars. The 
health department will look after the 
laboratory examination of about 2,000 
milk sapipíes monthly and made in­ 
spection of all dairies and 
persons 
handling the milk, it being estimated 
this work will require about 10,0'JO 
carrier examinations annually.
